CULTURE: Although Pelargoniums will grow in almost any soil, for best results we 
recommend loamy soil that is well drained. They do equally well in full sun or partial shade, 
but not in dense shade. Fertilizers high in Nitrogen should not be used on them, as this type 
of food will have a tendency to produce foliage rather than flowers. When planting, a gen- 
erous amount of bone meal should be mixed with the planting soil. They should be pruned 
back after flowering to shape the plant up and induce new growth for more and larger flowers 
the following season. They dislike and do not require much water during the growing sea- 
son, and should have hardly any at all during their dormant season, the winter months.
